—"arrive, European governments 
let the United States know they 
find it Impossible to pay.

Here in the motor capital of the 


world, the cost of fender clipping 
is a million dollars a year. On the 
average day, between 200 or 300 
fenders on motorists's cars are 
scratched, bent or crushed.

are not mandatory, police say the 
number of minor accidents in 
which fenders are marred probably 
totals twice that number. The fig- 
ure also excludes bad smashups in 
which cars are 
demolished and 


represents only the extent of the 
cost of minor motor accidents.

is becoming the exception rather 
than the rule on Detroit streets.

"I am satisfied," he said, "that 


the famous old Parr, who is sup- 
posed to have reached the age of 
152, In the 17th century, was no- 
where near that age. After pro- 
longed research, I am 
satisfied 


that the greatest age to which 
there is reliable evidence that any 
human being has lived is around 
120. This was a French-Canadian 
who died early in the 19th century 
believing himself to be only 105. 
The authorities made an 
official 


investigation, and satisfied thorn- 
selves that he was 
really 113. 


There are well authenticated cases

the entrance of pollen 
into

trlcally charged platea ha* been 
perfected by Dr. Joseph B. Bieder- 
man, Cincinnati physician. 


Dr. Biederman completed 
tha 


mask after five years' 
research. 


He contends tests on 40 patients 
showed the device stopped 99.44 to 
10 percent of the 
pollen from 


reaching the aensitive membranes 
that cause the sneezing and gasp- 
ing peculiar to hayfever, asthma, 
rose fever and similar complaints. 


The mask Is not helpful in cases 


where the disturbance is caused by 
certain foods, but Dr. Biederman 
believes the majority of hayfever 
cases are caused through Inhala- 
:ion. 


The mask fits snugly over 
the 


mouth and nose. It consists chief- 
ly of paper filters and two wire 
screens, 
one negatively charged 


and the other positively charged. 


The device makes use of the fact 


that each pollen grain, dust par- 
ticle and mold unit in the air to 
either 
positively 
or 
negatively 


charged with electricity, and that 
similarly charged substances repel 
each other and oppositely charged 
substances attract. 


A positive pollen grain, for ex- 


ample, would be repelled by the. 
positively charged screen. 
Nega- 


tive pollen grains would be repel- 
led by the negative screen. 


Current is supplied by a smaH, 


10-cent battery of low amperage. 


"We want this mask to be to 


hayfever sufferers what insulin is 
to diabetics," Dr. Biederman said. 
"It is made for the person who is 
unable to afford annual treks to 
non-pollen sections of the country 
for relief."

cient people Israel than he has for- 
gotten or overlooked their wrongs 
today. Always "behind the dim 
unknown, standeth God the shad- 
ow, keeping watch above His 
own." During all those years "God 
heard 
their groaning, and God 


remembered his convenant 
with 


Abraham, with Issac, and with 
Jacob, and God looked upon the 
children of Israel, and God had 
respect unto them." 


Prepared by Sacrifice 


In the fullness of time, under 


the leadership of his servant Moses 
God revealed his plan for the na- 
tion's redemption. His hand fell 
heavily in judgment upon Pharaoh 
and the Egyptian people Pharaoh 
yielded to the insistent demand of 
Moses and Aaron, "Let my people 
go." The last and most terrible 
of these plagues brought death to 
the firstborn of man and beast in 
every Egyptian household "from 
the first born of Pharaoh that sit- 
teth upon his throne, even unto 
the firstborn of the maid-servant 
behind the mill." 
But from this 


plague of death Israel was saved 
by the sacrifice of a lamb for ev- 
ery household, whose blood was 
sprinkled upon the doors of their 
houses. At the sight of this blood, 
evidencing the faith and obedience 
of their households, the angel of 
death "passed over" their houses 
and spared their firstborn. So the 
lamb they sacrificed was known 
as the "passover" lamb. This sacri- 
ficia! substitute became a type and 
foreshadowing of Christ, the Lamb 
of God, through the shedding of 
whose blood we are saved from sin 
and death. 


Prepared by Separation 


In Israel's hasty departure from 


Egypt there was not time for the 
usual process of preparing bread 
for their last meal there and for 
their journey. So the bread was 
hastily baked without leaven or 
yeast. Consequently, in the years 
that followed, no leaven was per- 
mitted in their households during 
this feast. This custom became a 
symbol of the nation's separation 
from things that would defile the 
people morally or spiritually. They 
were to be "a holy nation," living 
unto God and by this separateness 
being prepared for their divine 
mission. 


Prepared by Sacrament, 


Israel was not to be allowed to 


forget its redemption from bond- 
age. This memory was kept fresh 
through the centuries by the sol- 
emn repetition of the drama of re- 
demption in the sacramental ob- 
servance of the passover supper 
whose significance they were to 
teach their children, saying, "It is 
the sacrifice of Jehovah's pass- 
over, who passed over the houses 
of the children of Israel in Egypt, 
when he smote the Egyptians, and

So the 
lamb they sacrificed was kno wn 
as the "passo ver" lamb. This sacri­ 
ficial su bstitu te became a type and 
fo reshado wing o f Christ, the Lamb 
o f Go d, thro u gh the shedding o f 
who se blo o d we are saved fro m sin 
and death. 
Prepared by Separatio n 
In Israel’s hasty departu re fro m 
Egypt there was no t time fo r the 
u su al pro cess o f preparing bread 
fo r their last meal there and fo r 
their jo u rney. So the bread was 
hastily baked witho u t leaven o r 
yeast. Co nsequ ently, in the years 
th at fo llo wed, no leaven was per­ 
m itted in their ho u seho lds du ring 
this feast. This cu sto m became a 
symbo l o f the natio n's separatio n 
fro m things th at wo u ld defile the 
peo ple mo rally o r spiritu ally. They 
were to be "a ho ly natio n,” living 
u nto Go d and by this separateness 
being prepared fo r their divine 
missio n. 
Prepared by Sacram ent . 
Israel was no t to be allo wed to 
fo rget its redemptio n fro m bo nd­ 
age. This memo ry was kept fresh 
thro u gh the centu ries by the so l­ 
emn repetitio n o f the dram a o f re­ 
demptio n in the sacram ental o b­ 
servance o f the passo ver su pper 
who se significance they were to 
teach their children, saying, "It is 
the sacrifice o f Jeho vah’s pass- 
o ver, who passed o ver the ho u ses 
o f the children o f Israel in Egypt, 
when he smo te the Egyptians, and 
delivered o u r ho u ses." 


The Israelites were saved by the sacri­ 
fice o f a lamb who se blo o d was sprinkled 
o n their do o r po sts. At the sight o f this 
blo o d the angel o f death passed o ver and

spared their first bo m. 


The slain Iamb was eaten by each fam­ 
ily o n the night o f their departu re They 
ate hu rriedly, eager to set o u t o n their 
jo u rney which was to end their lo ng 
perio d o f slavery. 


Having eaten the su pper they departed 
fro m Egypt laden with gifts fro m their 
fo rm er m asters. 
They kept alive this 
m em o ry by o bserving this su pper.

A garbled radio message, relayed 
fro m a ship at sea to the Chatham, 
Mass., statio n o f the Radio marine 
Co rp. was believed to day to have 
cau sed the belief th at an u nidenti­ 
fied airplane was attem pting to fly 
to Eu ro pe. 


The repo rt o f the m ystery flight 
gained credence fo r a time yester­ 
day after the American steam ship 
Scanmail relayed to the sho re sta ­ 
tio n a message which was believed 
to have co me 
fro m 
the British 
freighter Ranee. 
The m essage asserted that the 
plane was sighted by the Ranee 
Wednesday evening abo u t 500 miles 
o ff Cape Race, N. F., bu t investi­ 
gatio n disclo sed to day that the 
freighter was in the W est Indies at 
the time the message was received 
and relayed by the Scanmail. 
American and Canadian avia­ 
tio n au tho rities insisted th at no 
plane had taken o ff fro m any ac­ 
credited flying field fo r a transat­ 
lantic ho p. Since the repo rt lacked 
co nfirmatio n 
fro m 
any 
o ther 
so u rce, it w*as co nclu ded that the 
radio message had been garbled.

SUMMER Is notoriously a period 


when office efficiency sinks to a 
lower level. This Indicates that 
physical factors, especially temper- 


ature and venti- 
lation, have a 
c o n s i d e rable 
role to play In 
main taming a 
high level of of- 
fice efficiency. 


A recent sur- 


vey was careful- 
ly conducted in 
50 of the coun- 
try's larger of- 
fices. The fac- 
tors of noise, 
posture, air con- 
ditions, and food 
Dr. Clendening 
and drink were 
s c 1 e n 11 flcally 


studied and tabulated. A definite 
need for pick-me-up measures, par- 
ticularly in mid-afternoon, was evi- 
dent. Corrective measures are on 
the Increase, usually beginning in 
executive offices and simmering 
down to the workers. 


An increase In the habit of drink- 


ing tea in the office during the aft- 
ernoon Is an interesting observa- 
tion, especially to one who has just 
returned from Kngland, where he 
found office managers regularly 
having a cup of tea brought to 
their desks about 4:30 In the after- 
noon. It is supposed that this and 
other pick-me-up measures will 
change the 4 o'clock slump Into the 
"bright idea" hour. 


Noise Is as severe a drain on the 


physical organism. First, it makes 
the hearing and understanding of 
instructions, conversation and tele- 
phone calls difficult, thus Increasing 
errors. Second, concentration of 
effort against the competing noise 
of machinery causes an Increased 
straining of all voluntary muscles. 
Third, Intermittent noises are nat- 
ural magnets for attention, dis- 
tracting the worker from the task 
in hand. Fourth, raising the voice 
to make one's voice understood 
causes strain. Fifth, noises above 
a certain loudness appear to pre- 
cipitate a biological fear-reaction 


manifested by heightened tension 
of both voluntary and involuntary 
muscles, inhibited intestinal move- 
ments and diminished secretion of 
the digestive glands. 


Posture Studied 


Posture has been studied. 
One 


office reports: "We are convinced 
of the advantage of the posture- 
type chairs over the miscellaneous 
styles which have been In use here 
for a number of years. The opinion 
among our clerical workers is uni- 
versally favorable towards the pos- 
ture chair." 


Air conditions have greatly im- 


proved In the United States. It 
seems Impossible to believe that 
only a short time ago we were con- 
tent to let our almost 
unbearable 


summers influence the temperature 
of our offices, restaurants and the- 
aters. With the wide populariza- 
tion of air conditioning in public 
places, it is an easy prediction that 
not only offices, but homes, in the 
near future will be air conditioned 
In the summer time against heat, 
just as they are air conditioned in 
the winter time against cold. 


One metal manufacturer's office 


reported 
that 
air 
conditioning 


earned seven and one-half cents per 
worker per day, A report from a 
newspaper office employing an av- 
erage of 2,500 persons was to the 
effect that lost time was almost 
cut In half by air conditioning. 


Food and drink: The pick-me-up 


afternoon habit has a very definite 
physiologic reason for existence. 
The sugar reserves of the body are 
depleted by continuous muscular 
movement and action, and the use 
of a drink containing sugar, such 
as coca-cola, lemonade, ginger ale, 
or tea restores this balance. Many 
physicians believe that the shop- 
ping headache is due to lack of 
adequate amounts of blood sugar, 
and can be prevented by the use 
of orangeade before the shopping 
expedition starts. 


In many offices fatigue suscepti- 


bility In the morning is recognized 
as due to an inadequate breakfast, 
and time off for a mid-morning 
chocolate is becoming the fashion.

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THE RIGHT TO WORK 
T 
HERE ca n be no rea l doubt a bout the 


issue ra ised by a “ na tiona l citizens 
committee” rega rding “ the constitutiona l 


right of America n citizens to work without 


molesta tion,” a nd the duty of constituted 
gov ernment to protect them in tha t fight. 


The principle ha s only to be sta ted to he 
a ccepted. 
America n citizens ha v e a right 


to work, a nd likewise a right not to work. 
The committee ex pa nds the idea thus: 
“ We believ e it the duty of gov ernment 
to gua ra ntee, by the impa rtia l enforcement 
of la w, the right of ev ery citizen to work or 
strike a s he ma y choose, a nd to join or a b­ 
sta in a ny la bor orga niza tion a s he ma y de­ 
sire.” 
The Constitution sa y s nothing ex pressly 
a bout la bor rights, but the principle 
a s 
sta ted is doubtless implied in the ba sic la w*, 
a nd is implied more definitely in the W a g­ 
ner Act. 
It might be stretched fa rther, howev er, 
tha n some of the citizens sprea ding this 
gospel rea lly intend. If a ma n “ ha s a right 
to work,” ma ny will insist, he not merely 
ha s a right not to be stopped from working 
— a s by a strike in which he refuses to join 
— but he “ ha s a right to a job.” And if he 
ha s such a right, it then becomes incumbent 
on society , through gov ernment, to prov ide 
him the job— to furnish work regula rly for 
a ll who wa nt it. 
There is, a s y et, no genera l a greement 
a bout tha t.

SUMMER is notoriously a period 
when office efficiency sinks to a 
lower level. This indicates that 
physical factors, especially temper­ 
ature and venti-

role to play in 
m a i n taining a 
high level of of­ 
fice efficiency. 
A recent sur­ 
vey was careful­ 
ly conducted in 
50 of the coun­ 
try’s larger of­ 
fices. 
The fac­ 
tors of n oi s e , 
posture, air con­ 
ditions, and food 
and drink were 
s c I e n t i fically 
studied and tab ulated. 
A definite 
need for pick-me-up measures, par­ 
ticularly in mid-afternoon, was evi-l 
dent. 
Corrective measures are on 
the increase, usually b eginning in 
executive offices and simmering 
down to the workers. 
An increase in the hab it of drink­ 
ing tea in the office during the aft­ 
ernoon is an interesting ob serva­ 
tion, especially to one who has just 
returned from England, where he 
found office managers regularly 
having a cup of tea b rought to 
their desks ab out 4:30 in the after­ 
noon. It is supposed that this and 
other pick-me-up measures will 
change the 4 o’clock slump into the 
“b right idea” hour. 
Noise is as severe a drain on the 
physical organism. First, it makes 
the hearing and understanding of 
instructions, conversation and tele­ 
phone calls difficult, thus increasing 
errors. Second, concentration of 
effort against the competing noise 
of machinery causes an increased 
straining of all voluntary muscles. 
Third, interm ittent noises are nat­ 
ural magnets for attention, dis­ 
tracting the worker from the task 
in hand. Fourth, raising the voice 
to make one’s voice understood 


Posture has b een studied. 
One 
office reports: “We are convinced 
of the advantage of the posture- 
type chairs over the miscellaneous 
styles which have b een in use here 
for a numb er of years. The opinion 
among our clerical workers is uni­ 
versally favorab le towards the pos­ 
ture chair.” 
Air conditions have greatly im­ 
proved in the United States. 
It 
seems impossib le to b elieve that 
only a short time ago we were con­ 
tent to let our almost unb earab le 
summers influence the tem perature 
of our offices, restaurants and the­ 
aters. 
With the wide populariza­ 
tion of air conditioning in pub lic 
places, it is an easy prediction that 
not only offices, b ut homes, in the 
near future will b e air conditioned 
in the summer time against heat, 
just as they are air conditioned in 
the w inter time against cold. 
One metal m anufacturer’s office 
reported 
that 
air 
conditioning 
earned seven and one-half cents per 
worker per day. 
A report from a 
newspaper office employing an av­ 
erage of 2,500 persons was to the 
effect that lost time was almost 
cut in half b y air conditioning. 
Food and drink: The pick-me-up 
afternoon hab it has a very definite 
physiologic reason for existence. 
The sugar reserves of the b ody are 
depleted b y continuous muscular 
movement and action, and the use 
of a drink containing sugar, such 
as coca-cola, lemonade, ginger ale, 
or tea restores this b alance. Many 
physicians b elieve that the shop­ 
ping headache is due to lack of 
adequate amounts of b lood sugar, 
and can b e prevented b y the use 
of orangeade b efore the shopping 
expedition starts. 
In many offices fatigue suscepti­ 
b ility in the morning is recognized 
causes strain.

hunters instead of through pay- 
ments of bounties for killing of the 
predatory animals. 


The paid hunters are veterans 


who know every trail and every 
ranchman's needs in their assigned 
territory. Their work individually, 
keeping a lonely year-around vigil 
over game and domestic stock in 
their area. 


Ordinarily, their only compan- 


ions are their horses and one or 
more "trail hounds." The dogs are 
ased in scenting and following the 
trail of coyotes, bobcats, mountain 
lions and other predators. 


85 In Field Now 


There are 35 Colorado hunters 


now in the field. AH are hardy, 
weathered men who have 
grown 


up in the outdoors. The rough 
country in which the 
hunters 


establish their camps 
makes it 


necessary for them to take many 
precautions against danger. 


Most of the hunters are work- 


ing 
now in the high summer 


ranges 
establishing 
trap 
lines 


which they visit each week 
on 


pack horses. The hunters hit 
the 


trail occasionally when they hear 
a report that some animal, usually 
a mountain lion, mother coyote or 
bobcat, is molesting sheep or 
stock. 


The Colorado district agent for 


the U. S. Biological Survey, W. E. 
Riter, said: 


"Our bureau has discouraged the 


bounty 
method 
of 
eradicating 


these pests because there are too 
many frauds connected with the 
bounties." 


Cities Several "Frauds" 


Riter explained that often boun- 


ty hunters will not kill 
mother 


coyotes because each of them has 
little coyotes in her den which will 
later become potential bounty ma- 
terial if their source of food is not 
cut off. Another "fraud" which he 
named was the bringing into Colo- 
rado of kills in other states were 
a bounty is not paid and claiming 
that the kill was made legally. 


"Our hunters, 
employed on a 


salary of about $135 a month, are 
alert to the needs of the livestock 
men through consistent effort, loy- 
alty to the job and persistence in 
trying to exterminate every preda- 
tor, its den and litter," Riter said.

When a roof la being checked for 


leaking, there are definite points at 
which the leaking most frequently 
occurs. This may be at the joint 
between 
chimney and 
roof, or 


where the dormer is cut through, 
or where there is a split shingle.

When a roof Is being check ed for 
leak ing, there are definite points at 
which the leak ing most frequently 
occurs. This may be at the joint 
between 
chimney 
and 
roof, or 
where the dormer is cut through, 
or where there is a split shingle. 
When the w ater seems to cut 
through the room in many places, 
a coating of heavy asphalt and as­ 
bestos compound should be applied. 
This will fill up crack s and nail 
holes and probably preserve the 
roof for a period of several years. 
However, before this is applied all 
.brok en or curled shingles should 
be repaired or replaced. 
If the leak is at the joint be­ 
tween chimney and roof or where 
the dormer is cut through, 
the 
flashing will have to be replaced. 
If the water comes in through a 
split shingle, slip a piece of tar 
paper under it and secure it with 
a bit of roofing cement. 
When buying a home under the 
Insured Mortgage System of the 
Federal Housing Administration a 
roof that needs repairing may be 
fixed. A competent contractor will 
be able to tell you exactly what is 
to be done.

Architects have established that 
any space more than 12 inches 
above the heads of the windows, 
unless ventilated, is of no value 
for cooling purposes. This was one 
of the most

quoted 
reasons for raising the ceilings in 
old-fashioned houses. 
The height of ceilings, 
as the 
general construction cost is af­ 
fected, is considered when a home 
is inspected for financing 
under 
the terms of the Insured Mortgage 
System of the Federal 
Housing 
Administration.

Q. Crack s are appearing where 
the ceilings and walls meet in our 
year-old house. 
Can this be cor­ 
rected ? 
A. These crack s are due to the 
settlement and shrink age of the 
frame. 
Probably no metal lath 
was installed in the comers. Have 
the crack s cut out and filled and 
then erect a picture mold about 
one-half inch from the ceiling. In 
this way any crack s that may ap­ 
pear in the future will be hidden. 


Q. We are planning to buy a 
house and finance it under the In­ 
sured Mortgage System of the 
Federal Housing Administration. 
The house is not a new' one, and 
the bathroom is not as modem as 
we would lik e it to be. 
Can we 
have a built-in tub installed in 
place of the old-fashioned k ind? 
A. Yes. 
Modernization of this 
type may be done when a home is 
purchased under the Insured Mort­ 
gage System. A competent plumb­ 
er can do the wrork easily. If the 
I new' tub is hung on iron angles 
I screwed to the studs, there is less 
1 lik elihood of the tub settling and 
showing a crack where the plaster 
or tile and tub meet.
